•ome home again if ye can, for our 
uncle* John will provide for you and 
our dear father whilst ye live. 


Father, dear, tell our mother not to 


cry for us, for we will put our trust 
in God until we see her again. 


We would rather see you and our 


dear mother than all the gold in Ire- 
land. 


All the neighbors fell very lone- 


some siuce ye went to America and 
they say if ye come home again that 
they will never see ye In want. 
They say when ye come home they 
will have the two pipers playing at 
tbe dance. 


Father, dear, I want to tell ynij that 


the policeman who knocked out your 
eye. did not go to America yet. I 
will follow him like a blood hound 
until I have revenge for the loss of 
your eye. 


Every man in our village says he 


had no cause to knuck out your eye, 
the day of our eviction, for you did 
nothing, but I know that our mother 
scalded some of the peelers pretty 
bad.

God bless America, for we 


know there are good people there. 
If ever they will want any body to 
fight for them all the boys of our 
village will fight for the stars and

The Yacht Race. 


Early in August will be sailed the 


decisive races to indicate which of the 
American yachts will have the honor to 
compete with the Englishman's Valkyrie 
IU for the America's cup. which has 
now been in this country for over 40 
years. In September comes the race 
with the Englishman. 


The general impression appears to be 


that the Herreshoff built yacht Defender 
will prove the fastest one we can pit 
against the Briton. If so, it will be on 
the part of Valkyrie IU and Defender a 
reversal of the ordinary ideas of racing 
yacht construction in both countries. 
Heretofore American 
builders have 


clung to the so called Yankee skimming 
dish model of hull, a comparatively broad 
and shallow bottom with » oenterboard 
that could be let down into the water to 
steady the craft in high winds and deep 
seas. It is this pattern of boat that has 
kept the cup here through all the snoces- 
sive races with British yachts, all of 
which have beeu heretofore constructed 
on the deep, sharp keel pattern without 
a center board. 


This year, however, the Defender, a 


keel yacht on the British model, has 
been built for the race. On the other 
band, the British boatbuilder has taken 
a lemon from successive defeats and 
built Valkyrie IU with a hull model 
resembling closely the American pat- 
tern. So that if Valkyrie and the De- 
fender race together it will be really 
the Yankee model of yacht that couies 
from England, while the British idea 
will be exploited in the American De- 
fender.

This 
department of work aims to suppress 
Impure literature and to spread 
broadcast that which is pure and 
wholesome, and as far as possible to 
have the law enforced which was 
passed In Ohio in 1«»4, regarding the 
publishing of obscene books and lit- 
eratur;, obscene pictures, the print 
ing of newspapers, rniteif/ines. pam- 
phlets and story papers made up 
principally of Immoral deeds, such as 
police reports, criminal news, etc.; 
bulletin boards, statuary that is im 
modestj and harmful in its tenden- 
cies; and the sending of such through 
the po»toft»c*. These are a few only 
of the special things mentioned in 
the law passed by the general assem- 
bly of Ohio at Its last session, and if 
this law was enforced it would cer- 
tainly bring about a great Improve- 
ment in the morals of the youth of 
the land; and should the penalties 
of fines and imprisonment, as provid- 
ed in the law, be Imposed, when vio- 
lated, there would be less ravages 
made bv impurity. 


The evil of the drink habit- the 


excessive use of wine, beer and other 
alcoholic drinks—lays the foundation 
for the social evil which makes its 
mark all the way along to death and 
ruin.
